VIGOROUS ATTACK ON 
MR. ROOSEVELT 


HE aim of President Roose- 

velt’s Navy Day speech 

was to prepare for American 

intervention in the war, Dr. 

Goebbels claimed in a '- Das 

Reich “ article, quoted by the 
German radio. 

Mr. Roosevelt, he claimed, tried to 
disturb the peace of mind of, and sow 
panic among, the American people. He 
dropped his usual method a insulting 
the German people and instead pro. 
duced alleged documents and a map 
accusing Germany of imperialist aims 
in South America. 

“Then,” Dr. Goebbels continued, 
“the American Government had a 
second document, allegedly issued by 
the German Government. This was a 
plan to annihilate all religions after a 
victorious war; to erect the Swastika 
in place of the Cross, and replace God 
by Hitler.” | 

All this was done to “excite” the 
American people and push them into 
the war. 

“The Germans are replying to this 
only because it was a political forgery. 
The Germans invited President Roose- 
velt to publish the document, or at 
least to reveal what was marked on 
the map. President Roosevelt replies 
with silence.” 

After the German Government had 
issued two ‘‘formal denials” of the 
President’s charges, said Dr. Goebbels, 
Mr. Roosevelt had the choice of

. Dr. Goebbels added: “Mr. Roosevelt

WITH JAPAN 
U.S. VIEWS ON THE 


FAR EAST 
WW ASHINGTON, Friday. — 


The American Govern- 
ment, it was learned from the 
best available sources in Wash- 
ington to-day, have ruled out 
any possibility of a compromise 
with Japan. on the Chinese 
issue, hile it was reported 
that negotiations for i

the Pacific and the Far East ha 
not broken down, the United 
States viewed the present situa- 
tion as extremely serious. 

President Roosevelt declined to com- 
ment on the Japanese-United States 
negotiations in Washington. He said 
that news of the negotiations between 
Admiral Nomura, the Japanese Ambas- 
sador, Mr. Kurusu, and Mr. Cordell 
Hull had been based largely on 
despatches from Tokyo. The reason 
was the American policy of infinite 
patience. 

An official announcement from the 
White House said that merchantmen 
sailing on Pacific routes “will not be 
armed under existing circumstances.”’ 

The diplomatic representatives of 
Britain, Australia, ina and the 
Netherlands also take a serious view of 
the Far Eastern situation, One 
authority said that the Roosevelt 
Government was also interested -in 
seeing that no other country 
jeopardised peace in the Pacific. The 
Government was described as bein 
aligned against any agreement wit 
Japan which would sacrifice China’s 
interests. 

Reuter’s Correspondent in New York 
says: “ The United States insists that 
Japan should withdraw from China and 
Indo-China, and promise not to indulge 
in further aggressions, it is disclosed 
authoritatively. United States 
would in turn offer normal commercial 
relations, and equal access to raw 
materials. It is stated that in the 
current negotiations the United States 
is seeking protection against the use in 
the Pacific area of methods like the 
Japanese move into Indo-China amid 
peace negotiations last spring.”

OPERATION OF FAR-REACHING 
CHARACTER 


By Ovr Murrary ConRREsSPONDENT. 


OW that the big new offensive in 
Libya has been in progress for 
more than a week—the “first 
round,” in the Cairo phrase—it is pos- 
sible to form an idea of its real scope. 
Manifestiy, this is of a far-reaching 
character. Every indication points in 
that direction. The general aim was 
to envelope the main enemy concentra- 
tion—in the Tobruk, Bardia, Sollum 
area—wheeling up from the South and 
hemming the Axis troops back against 
the sea. The fact that this is the 
manceuvre-scheme does not at all cut 
across Mr. Churchill’s contention that 
—** The object of the British and Em- 
pire offensive is not so much the occu- 
tion of this or that locality, but the 
Saaiipetian of the army, and, pri- 
marily, of the armoured forces of the 
enemy.” The main offensive was cer- 
tainly made in a sensitive direction. 
This tendency has been accentuated by 
the movement of the little-mentioned 
southern column—moving due west 
from Jarabub, which has occupied 
Augila and Jalo. This column might 
quite well reach the sea at the head 
of the Sidra Gulf, thus isolating 
Cyrenaica altogether. 
Meanwhile this column has a sub- 
ordinate réle: the gi heavy fighting 
taking place well to the north-east ot 
its sphere. There does not seem at, the 
start to have been any direct serious 
attack on the heavily fortified, seaward 
sector—Halfaya } , Sollum, Bardia— 
and, apparently, all these points are 
still in Axis possession. The main offen- 
sive came across around Sidi Omar, 
somewhat to southward of this sector. 
One prong struck northwards, tending 
to turn the Axis fortified zone; the 
other and more important headed for 
the landing-ground of Sidi Rezegh, east 
of El Adem and south-east of Tobruk. 
Then troops from Tobruk moved out to 
break the investment, link up with the 
attackers and isolate the Axis forces in 
the fortified region. 


ARMOURED VEHICLES 


At the moment of writing this does 
not seem to have been accomplished, 
though progress has clearly been made. 
Natural , the German and Italian units 
—held in readiness in depth—counter- 
attacked ‘strongly, besides trying the 
counter-raid later across the frontier 
into Egypt. Sidi Rezegh was the key- 
centre, and appears to have changed 
hands several times before being finally 
occupied by the Allied forces. 

Some miles east of Sidi Rezegh, New 
Zealand troops have occupied Fort 
Capuzzo and Gambut, and can take 
Sollum effectively under fire. In be- 
tween, important armoured formations 
are still mancuvring, and it is too 
early to suggest that lorry-borne in- 
fantry are yet in a position to ‘‘con- 
solidate the ground gained.” The 
attackers would seem to have enjoyed 
at least a working advantage in 
armoured vehicles and in the air; but, 
on November 24th we heard that ‘‘the 
Germans are rushing ‘planes, petrol, 


| anti-tank guns and_o her yital supplies 


anes, 
two heavily-laden gliders.” They are 
certainly doing their utmost to rein- 
force their aerial formations—as being 
the quickest—but it will be no easy 
matter to turn the tables effectively. 

There are said to be only three Axis 
armoured divisions in Africa — two 
German and one Italian—and, presum- 
ably, the British allowed themselves a 
good margin of safety in this arm. As 
regards relative facility for future rein- 
forcement, there is, of course, so simi- 
larity between the two adversaries. [n- 
deed, the fact that General Rommel de- 
cided to break a formation up into 
raiding parties is, in itself, significant. 
It seems probable that it was a direct 
result of an initial reverse in the tank 
fighting. 


VALUE OF TOBRUK 


The move by the Tobruk garrison 
was one more example of the value 
this place has been to the Allies—and 
of the value of sea power. Tobruk 
will, however, prove yet more useful 
than this. If, and when, the Sidi 
Rezegh battlefield becomes 
cleared up, Tobruk will at once acquire 
its full importance as an advanced 
base for landing stores of all kinds in 
big quantities. It will no longer be a 
question of “ tanks which had gradu- 
ally been introduced into the fortress 
over a period of many weeks by the 
Royal Navy,” as it was described on 
the present occasion It may haye

caused surprise to find both sides claim- 
ing to have captured positions and 
re Bie prisoners—even in considerable 
numbers Actually, this is quite under- 
standable in the fluctuating, initial 
stages of a present-day motorised 
battle. It is only when one side has 
definitely gained an .advantage that 
can be proven on the ground that 
captures of any kind “stay put. 
Meantime prisoners may ouenge haus 
just like localities. ; 

As regards aerial co-operation, the 
Allies—apart from any initial advan- 
tage—seem to have had the luck of the 
weather. Their sandy desert landing- 
fields kept dry despite torrential rain, 
while the clay soil would seem to have 
become. sodden and grounded the 
Axis machines—in part, at least. It 
may be that their tanks, for the same 
reason, were slow in getting off their 
mark. At all events, later news has 
been of increased Axis work in the air 
—and, indeed, it is their best bid to 
restore the situation. At the same 
time, it is hard to see the present 
aerial superiority of the Allies in this 
theatre reversed at short notice— 
always apart from a faulty distribution 
on their own part. 


THE SECOND ROUND 


It will be interesting to see what 
form the “second round” will take, 
Logically, it should be a matter of 
cleaning-up centres of resistance and 
rounding up any loose bodies of 
mechanised Axis forces. There would 
also be complete linking-up with 
Tobruk and liquidation of the situation 
in the frontier district around the Gulf 
of Sollum. Until this much is accom- 
plished; nothing much could be started 


in the way of launching another main 


| armoured attack—which must aim at 


the final destruction of the remaining 
Axis armoured units. Meantime the 
action of the southern column may be 
— to develop; while everything 
will be tried by naval and aerial means 
to prevent reinforcements or supplies 
being ferried over to Africa. All these 
things are less spectacular than big- 
scale tank drives; but they are 
absolutely essential preliminaries. 

The surrender of Gondar—though 
long discounted—will be welcome to 
General Auchinleck. Presumably, it 
means that some additional 
squadrons of aircraft will be made 
available for Libya—as also a certain 
quantity of mechanised material, and 
possibly infantry and artillery. 
units would inarily be in readiness 
in some weeks’ time, when the natural 
i results of operations in Libya might be 
expected to render their presence 
acceptable. 

It is, of course, altogether too soon 
to look for any effects in Russia. Such 
would come only as a result of political 
repercussions following a sustained 
Allied offensive. Not even a successful 
“second round” would bring it— 
although a third round quite con- 
ceivably mght make itself felt much 
further afield,

This question of reading in bed is

Everybody knows that reading 
in bed is bad for the eyes; everybody 
knows that it destroys the book ; every- 
body knows that in nine cases out of 
ten he falls asleep and Jeaves the light 
on all night; nevertheless everybody 
continues to read in bed night after 
night.

There is no reason why the introduc- 
tion of paper-backs should throw 
thousands of dust-jacket designers out 
of work; they. can cover the paper- 
backs with a multitude of colourful 
designs and everybody will be ha-py, 
except, possibly, Beverley Nichols and 
the other “country life’’ writers, 
whose booxs will look naked without 
the traditional tweed suitings.

ERHAPS it is characteris.c of 
P the age 1p which we live that 
very few long poems are written 
nowadays. The great epical narratives 
of ‘Milton, Shelley and Wordsworth 
were produced in more leisurely times, 
but our modern poets are inostly con- 
tent to, express. their; moods in short 
lyrics, and to exercise their ingenuity 
in: the discovery of new, and not 
always successful, forms of expression. 
Nevertheless, if the poet has the root 
of ‘the. matter in him, he must express 
his personal relation to the Universe 
in some sustained effort when he has 


-| discovered. the exact nature of that. 


relation. 
Mr. MacDonogh, in “The Vestal 
Fire,” which is an account ‘of a 
loyer's pilgrimage, has chosen what 
is probably the oldest of all tical 
themes. To make a slight alteration 
in the Wordsworthian formula, it ma 
be said that he has passed throug 
the whole gamut between emotion and 
tranquillity in about six hundred lines. 
The pilgrimage begins with the poet 
going to a mountainside to discipline 
his mind, but the March winds and 
the songs ofthe birds have a disturb- 
ing influence.. - His thoughts turn to 
the city in the valley below and the 
vision of his beloved : — 
-** one who takes the right 
To serve her vwn soul foremost. 
Such as she 

Draw down no blinds on too reveal- 

ing eyes 

Nor creep, 

fearfully, 

To hide their milk white thoughts 

in velvet lies, 

Wherein with none to handle, none

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A doctor would write a review of 
this hook that would differ verv 
materially from a layman’s review, and 
it is important to mention that this is 
a layman’s review. On the paper cover 
of *‘ Medicine and Mankind” it is 
stated that it is not a book written 
solely for medical specialists, ‘‘though 
they will appreciate Dr. Sorsby’s power 
of'clear and accurate generalisation. 
What he.gives us is a broad account 
of modern medicine, its aims and its 
lines of development, which the in- 
‘telligent reader without, medical train- 
ing can follow without difficulty and 
read with enjoyment.’’ 

It is true that the book can he 
followed without. difficulty, but the 
measure of enjoyment must depend 
upon the taste of the reader for techni- 
cal information, no matter how clearly 
it may be presented.

WHAT PARISH COUNCILS 
MIGHT DO 


Although there has been an increase 
latterly in the number of women taking 
up physical culture in this country, | 
the’ pesition, as a whole, is totally 
unsatisfactory, writes a woman cor- 
respondent. Le 

Miss Kathleen O'Rourke, principal 
of the League of Health, when ques- 
tioned on the matter, said that the 
enthusiasm for physical culture was 
confined almost entirely to the cities. 
where business girls and married 
women alike were regular in 
attendance at,classes, but this did not 
apply to the country as a whole.

Some stores are, however; selling 
almond , 80 the marzipan lover 
will be able to do something about this 
in the home kitchen. Prices will be 
high—a cake which cost 5/6 normally 
may be 10/- or 12/- to-morrow. 

“ Christmas puddings,’’ Mrs. Moran 
told me, “are very dear, from tiny 
ones at 4/6 to 16/-.. But most 
people will not be able, to make their 
own this year, anyhow And as for the 
children’s sweets and crackers !—well, 

look at those loose chocolates, 1/- a 
uarter now: no 7d. or 8d, ones.” 
here should be plenty of sweets avail- 

able, the recent increase in the sugar 

ration to confectionery manufacturers 
having already had its effect on the 


supply: 

[he supply of crackers is difficult to 
estimate. ere may enough for 
all, with prices ranging from Is. 6d. 
a box (Irish) to lls. 6d. for some 
English kinds. Few crackers this year 
will contain fireworks. 


TURKEYS, GEESE 


Turkeys will be expensive. Having 
reared them herself. in the country, 
Mrs. Moran knew why. ‘‘If you go to 
the scales for feeding-stuff,’’ she said, 
“they can cost you up to £2 each 
before they're ready for market.” Few 
cottagers this year are rearing turkeys, 
because they cannot afford to “go to 
the scales,”’ i.e., to buy feeding-stuff 
from the shops instead of raising it 
themselves. 

The birds are likely to cost from 
2s. 4d. to ós. a lb., as compared with 
Js. 4d. a lb. in normal times. There 
may be plenty of geese—hardy birds, 
they grub their own living from the 
fields—at 1s. 6d. a lb. Game will be 
very scarce, according to several 
poultry-mongers: cock pheasants will 
run at 6s. each and hens at 4s. 6d. 
One bright gleam is the reappearance 
of cranberry sauce for turkey ama. 
There were none of the berries imported 
from Holland for last Christmas, but 
another source of supply has been 
arranged for this year.’ 

For home cooks there can be nothing 
cheerful in the dried fruit situation. 
Currants, raisins, sultanas, will all sell 
at 2s. 8d. a lb. Mrs. Moran says that 
she will simply make less cakes, and 
smaller ones. She is inclined, in weak 
moments, to consider converting Ler 
entire credit in the savings club of 
one grocery store into dried fruit. 
There is plenty of it now,’’ she explains 
worriedly. “Perhaps, in a few 
months it may get scarce.... . “ 

These savings clubs are going all 
over the city. Families whose incomes 
are supplemented from abroad are 
putting their credits as high as pos- 
sible, in view of soaring prices. All 
the food supply and welfare organisa- 
tions are making plans for something 
extra special this Christmas. In the 
Mount Street Club shop, joints, pork, 
and other extras will appear. To 
several community kitchens has been 
suggested the idea of a ‘“* Christmas 
Week Service,” in which the kitchens 
would cook their customers’ turkeys, 
hams and puddings.

written .about Swift than about any 
other public character Swift was him- 
self greatly to blame, since, hatin 
hypocrisy, cant and shams, he wen 
to the other extreme, and was pleased 
when his friends misunderstood his 
motives. 

Speaking of Esther Johnson, known 
to the world as Stella, the lecturer 
said emphatically that the Dean and 
she were never married; gossip was 
the only foundation for the statement 
to the contrary. The greatest memo- 
rial of Swift was his Correspondence, 
collected and worthily edited by Dr. 
Elrington Ball.
